Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed for providing an electronic status notification 
message for an output job request. Each of the independent claim recites uniquely 
identifying features of "producing similarity data by evaluating the archive of the 
document with other documents in the document repository; receiving job status 
information concerning the output job request forwarded to the output device; preparing 
the electronic status notification message using static and dynamic data concerning the 
job status information of the output job request and the similarity data of the document 
archived in the document repository". The closest prior art to Stringham (US Pub. No. 
2004/0145771 A1) and Carlson et al. (US 6,842,898 B1) provides a conventional status 
request information for a print job but either reference fails to anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious.
